Formal warning was issued at Chi- 
cago, Saturday, on instruction from 
the offices of Food Administrator 
Hoover % that a sugar famine is upon 
the country and that the moment of 
American's first self-denial in the 
matter of food has arrived. 

The warning states that manufac- 
turers using sugar in their products 
are closing down and that thousands 
of persons are threatened with tem- 
porary loss of employment.

RUSSIAN FLEET ESCAPES. 

' PETROGRAD, Oct. 22.— The Rus- 
sians have succeeded in getting all 
their ships except observation ele- 
ments, out of Moon Sound without 
losses and in perfect order, according 
to an official statement issued by the 
Marine Department.

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Now. what would you like for us 
to say to you in this issue? Some- 
thing pleasant, you say?

We want 
the sunny spots in the winter and 
the shady spots in the summer, and 
we forget to think of the troubles 
and miseries of someone else just 
around the corner. Sometimes we 
b#ome weary of this humdrum 
daily existence and forget to white- 
wash our words, and then we speak 
as we think, and it does not sound 
very good to the other fellow — not to 
us, either, for the simple reason that 
It is only too true. 

Now, if we are overweary to-day. 
and if the pen is dipped in the acid 
of observation and experience you 
will at least have the consolation 
of knowing that we love you, though 
we chastise you for your shortcom- 
ings. 

When we turn our horses and cat- 
tle out to graze we head them for 
the spot where the grass is green 
and the feed is wholesome. We are 
careful of their welfare for they are 
an asset, they are things of value, 
they represent more dollars to add to 
our bank rolls. 

When the old hen come off the nest 
with a brood of little chicks we be- 
stir ourselves and guard them relig- 
iously from the sharp fangs of the 
hungry marauder. In this we emu- 
late the example of the mother hen. 
and it is good to see and good to do. 

When the cat delivers to us a bas- 
ket of fuzzy little kittens, helpless 
in their blindness, we take them 
into our homes, and fondle them, 
and mother them, and give them a 
warm bed in back of the kitchen 
stove — for our hearts go out to the 
tender little things. 

And so it is with every thing of 
life that brings money, or recrea- 
tion or amusement into the home. 
We give them our care, our atten- 
tion, our solicitude. For, as we said 
before, they are an asset, one way or 
another. 

But what of our children? What

Our False Security. 

Nations are like individuals— they 
often imagine themselves immune 
from danger right at the time when 
they are in the greatest jeopardy. It 
is so with the United States to-day. 
There is a lull in the German situa- 
tion, Japan has had nothing to say 
for a few weeks, and Mexico appears 
to be taking *a siesta. Hence, with- 
out looking beneath the surface, we 
jump to the conclusion that "every- 
thing is fine and the dove is flirting 
with the American Eagle." But just 
before every disastrous storm there 
is a lull, with scarcely a ripple on 
the water, with not a leaf stirring. 
We appear to be indifferently sleep- 
ing in such a lull to-day, giving no 
heed to the tempest that may be 
roaring to-morrow. And in the end 
we will pay the price of our folly. 

As To Universal Service. 

A year ago only a handful of peo- 
ple could be found who were in favor 
of universal military service. Now 
the man who opposes such service 
is the execption. Americans are es- 
sentially a fair minded people when 
facts are brought forcibly to their 
attention, and this fact has been 
amply exemplified in the tremendous 
change of national sentiment regard- 
ing universal service. Daily papers 
of the great cities assert that the 
principal objection to universal ser- 
vice comes from the rural districts. 
But the daily papers are wrong. The 
young men of our community are on 
a par with those of other rural dis- 
tricts, and yet we unhesitatingly as- 
sert that no where in this broad land 
will be found a more unified or patri- 
otic sentiment than that which ex- 
ists in the hearts of our own young 
men. If the best interests of the 
country demand that each one, rich 
and poor alike, shall serve his six 
months in a training camp, then 
when the time comes we will find 
them stepping briskly to the front, 
with hea/ls erect and eyes upon the 
flag of freedom, There will be no 
shirking, or quibbling, br hanging 
back on the part of our youns men.

FOOD 

TO DROP! 



Food Administrator Hoover gave 
•notice to the public that "the corner 
has been turned" in high food prices 
and that most of the essential com- 
modities should continue to show re- 
ductions between now and the end of 
the year. At the same time he 
pointed out that retail prices are not 
going down in accord with wholesale 
reduction, and intimated that the 
consumer himself might correct this 
by bringing proper pressure to bear. 

To aid the public in dealing with 
retailers who continue to extort war 
profits, the Food Administration now 
is collecting wholesale prices of all 
staples in 700 cities and soon will 
begin publishing them weekly for 
comparison with the retail figures. 

Without further authority from 
Congress, Mr. Hoover said, the Gov- 
enrment is powerless to control re- 
tailors, except those doing a business 
of more than $100,000 a year. He 
'did not care to discuss the question 
of whether Congress .would be asked 
to extend his authority, saying he 
wanted to give the retailers a chance

TO COMBAT ANIMAL DISEASES 

A more intensive fight than ever 
before will be waged by the United 
States Department of Agriculture on 
hog cholera and the cattle tick with 
funds made available by the recently 
enacted food production bill. Be- 
tween them, hog cholera and cattle- 
tick fever cause annual losses of ap- 
proximately f60,000,000. In an effort 
to stem these losses and so, In ef- 
fect, to increase meat production, 
the department will put a greatly en- 
larged staff of specialists to work in 
the field within the next few weeks. 
Tick eradication, which is essential 
to building up cattle raising in sec- 
tions of the South now infested by 
ticks, will be extended in all affect- 
ed States. Twenty-five veterinarians 
will be added to the department's 
staff to carry on the work against 
hog cholera throughput the hog-rais- 
ing sections of the country.

FIRE FIGHTING AT. SEA. 


Sea fires have always been classed 
among the most dangerous of marine 
accidents. The confined space in the 
hold of a vessel and the tightness 
with which it is enclosed, render it 
peculiarly fitted to father great 
clouds of inephitic gases,* which im- 
peril the lives of the crew when they 
attempt to locate and drown the fire. 
A recent invention is destined to 
make the quenching of these hold 
fires safer and more effective. The 
fire hose is destined to be lowered 
into the hold from the deck, and it 
terminates in a multiple nozzle with 
mouths aimed in all directions. A 
pressure pump forces water through 
the nozzle at a rate of 15,000 gallons 
a minute, and anything within a 
hundred feet in any direction is sure 
of a thorough soaking.

For the past ten days or. two weeks 
rumors have been current that the 
Federal Food Commission anticipat- 
ed fixing the prices of live stock, 
some of these rumors going so far as 
to say the price of hogs would be 
fixed at $10.00 per 100 pounds. 
These rumors have been given credu- 
lence by farmers and stockmen of 
State, and thousands of half fat cat- 
tle, hogs and pigs have been rushed 
to the market that should have re- 
mained in the feed lots. Mr. Fred 
M. Sacket, Federal Food Administra- 
tor for Kentucky, was acquainted 
with conditions this week, and at 
once telegraphed Mr. Hoover asking 
the real status of affairs. The fol- 
lowing is Mr. Hoover's reply: 

"WASHINGTON, D. C. 

"Oct. 22. 1917. 
"To All Federal Food Administra- 
tors: 

"A statement has appeared in Chi- 
cago papers that the United States 
Food Administration has the inten- 
tion of reducing the hog price to 
f 10.00. This statement is absolutely 
untrue, and has caused a flood of in- 
quiries to which the following is a 
sample of our reply: - » 

"Chicago advices absolutely Uhtrue 
and do not represent opinion or pro- 
posed action of the Food Administra- 
tion, which will take no steps to 
jeopardize live stock producers' inter- 
ests. All our power will be used to 
keep prices at which allied and gov- 
ernmental purchases are made, on a 
plane that gives an assured return of 
cost and profit to producers of meat 
animals. In our opinion the best 
market obtainable for the present 
corn crop of the country will be 
through live stock. We need in- 
creased production of beef and pork 
and the Only way to secure this in- 
crease will be try a profit on produc- 
tion. Will appreciate your giving 
this widest publicity.
